N O wiſe man will entruſt iis Soul with the Duakers Religion : be.

are not able to give to themlelves or others any rational fatista- 
&ory account thereof. This I ſhall bricfly manitcſt trom their own Writers, 
and thoſe alſo which themſelves fend us to for an account of their Principles, 
and which all of them do own. Thcir grand Principle they make to be zhe 
Light within. Concerning this Light within a few words will not ſuffice ro 
declare what they ſay of it. This in ſhort, they lay of it,that every man hath a 
Light within him, this Light they (ay is the Supream Rule, more eminent 
than the Scriptures, it never did, it never can err, it is unchangeablc in 
Light, Life, Power, Wiſdom and Glory, full of all goodne(s and mercy, aud 
in its Nature and being is immovable,” ufhcient to iliy all fin, to make pcr- 
fe&ly holy, being attended to, thy* yo way to God and cternal lite, but 
by this Light. In a word, theyf, :.uce all to Hell, and pronounce them 
tobe in darkneſs, who do not believe in this Light within, and give up 
themſelves to its guidance and government. That this is their Principle, 1 
could make evident by a multitude of clear citations out of their chict Wris+ 
ters, as Penn, Whitehead, Shewen, Smith, Fiſher, Burroughs, Fox, Gibſon : 
they all agree in it as the foundation of their Religion, and the charaGerilit- 
cal note of right Quakerilm,that there 15 in every man a Pcinciple of Light,the 
ſupream and moſt Perfect Rule and Judge in all things pertaining to Con=- 
ſcience and Religion, altogether blameleſs and finleſs,and they account it no 
leſs than blaſphemy,to lay any fault to this Light withix.T did but liken it to 
a negligent drunken Coachman, and charge it with Crime, and make it to 
be a con-cauſe in the Damnation of the impenitent, and one of them my 


neighbour, charges me in Print with Blaſphcmy. ; 
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'Y have endeavoured to underſtand from thu Writings what this Light is,

Similitudes ſerve 
only or chicfly for Illuſtration, In Diſputes they would not be uſed ſave 
for Illuſtration, 4+ If we will expreſs the matter by a Similitude, we may 
more fitly ſay, that God himſelf is as the bright Sun, the light in every man 
unregenerate, is as a dim Candle, or fiinking Snuff, The light in glo- 
rificd Saints and Angels, is as a bright burning Torch» the light that is in 
Saints on earth, is as a Candle ſhining in the foul. But none of all theſe 
lights are any part at all of God, the Sun, Angels, Saints, Men, every ratio- 
nal being isas a Candle, and fo the Scripture faith, Pro. 20. 27. The Spirit 
of Man is the Candle of the Lord, God is as the Sun. The light in Man or of 
the Candle, is utterly diltin& and ſeparate from the Sun, and its beams. God 
15 as the Potter, the light in Men and Angels is as the Clay. God is the Su- 
pream Light, we all be lights formed and created by him 3 but no more any 
part of God, than a Candle is a part of the Sun, or the Clay 1s any part of 
the Potter. And thus far the Similitude may ſerve: but you may ealily err 
by follow ing and ſtretching the Compariſon too far, ; 
5.AJmicthe Qrakers uſual compariſon of the Sun andits beams, God they 
ſay is as the Sun,the light in every man is as a beam or ray of the Sun; Either 
this compariſcnis reſted by them,or rightly underſtood it makes utterly againſi 
them, For it is apparent that the light in Man is no more a beam or ray of God 
than avy other creature, And indef© cycry creature as ſuch is a light, and 
hath the Creator's ſtamp upon it--- Fr. . +2195 refert quelivet berba Deum, In 
this ſenſe the Scripture faith, The Heaven: 4c: rre the glory of Ged, and the Fir- 
manient ſheweth bis handy-works, Pſa.19.1. A Worm isa creature as truly as an 
Angel,thuugh not fo excellent a creature, & as ſuch it is as truly a beamof God 
(it youlilt co ule that compariſon,not abuling it) as a Man or Angel: a creature 
as ſuch 15 a dependent light or being formed by God, and this agreeth to all 
creatures. And what is this to the Drakers cauſe ? will they hence infer that 
becauſe every creature 15 a dependent light or being, as a Worm, a Fly, a 
Graſs, that therefore there is in a Worm I know not what kind ot ra- 
tional tranſcendent light, Supream to all Creature-light, above the Scrip- 
turcs for guidance to Salvation ? they will not allow that. Though the light 
in an Angel differ froma Worm, yet they both agree in this, that neither of 
them is God, they are both created lights. Aud it the light in Men and 
Angels be increatcd, or neither created or incrcated, and the foundation of 
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Faith and Religion, ſo is a Worm, and fo 15 every created being whatſoever : 
For 4 quatenus ad omne valct argumenium. It they ſha!l purſue this Similitude 
ſtrictly and tothe utmoſt, and ſhall ſay that the light in every man is a mea- 
ſure or part of - God as the rays of the Sun, are a part of the Sun Co-eſſen- 
tial with it, or as a fircam is a part of the Fountain, or as a drop of Rain 
falling into the Ocean becomes Conſubſtantiate and one in «ſence with it, 
this is an abuſe of the Similitude, and an utter wreſting of it, compound» 
ing God and the Creature into one, and making every creature a part of 
God, and Co-effential with him, like as a drop of water falling into the 
Ocean becomes phyſically and ſubſtantially one with it, which is a degree of 
Blaſphemy and Impiety I think above that of the Devils themſelves. 

2. As to the diltin&tion of eſſence and as in God, I have this toſay. 
1- That both the «fſence of God and his way or manner of aGing is to us un- 
ſearchable and incomprehenſible. 2. That God's «cfſence is moſi fimple in- 
compounded and one; and there is not any thing in God fave pure entire 
God. It hath hitherto been received for an axiom in Divinity that @uicquid 
eſt in Deo eſt Deus. 3. It you ſhall obje& the way of Scripture-language, God 
who commanded the light to ſhine out of darkneſs, hath ſhined in the bearts of his 
Saints(not of all men, as 2zakers erroniouſly pervert theText )to give the light 
of the knowledg of the glory of God in the face of Chriſt, 2 Cor. 4+6.1s not God's act 
of ſhining here diſtinguithed from himſelt or his lence ? I anſwer, the thing 
which the @zakers would have,is that this by which God is {aid toſhine into 
the ſoul,is neither God himfclf,nor any cfte& or created light or being totally 
diſtin& from God. All that the Scripture faith, is by way of Similitude, 
Shining is a ſimilitudinary term, and no dcubt but the ſpirit of God knew 
beſt how to exprels the way of God's operation, and we are to rett in it as a 
moſt ſafe way of expreſſion, nor is if Itwtul for us to ſearch and go about to 
know the way or manner of God's ating. It is a moſt prefumptuous bold 
attempt, 

The way of God's aQting and inſhining into the ſoul, is incomprehenlible 
and unſcarchable. But it we may give credit to the received notions of God, 
and the common conceptions of Divines and men of wiſdom ſtudied in the 
myſteries of God ( I matter not the ©#kers cenſure and derifion ) God's 
aQing is by his eſſence, his eflence 1s his will, and his willing ot a thing 1s 
a cauling or eff. ing of it. Plain it is, that God's ſhming into the foul, is 
a metaphorical expreſſion, borrowed from the Sun and its beams, or the 
ſhining of a Candle, giving light to thoſe in the houſe. The diſpute is on-

my hand is a part of my body ? O brayez Divinity ! I want tears to mourn 
for you, and to mourn for Man's lapſed eſtate. 

Imagine never ſo many ſorts or ſpecies of light, and never ſo many de- 
orees of each ſort, they all fall within this grand Diviſion, finite or irtinite, 
create or increate, cauſe or «ffe&, If this Diviſion do not hold true and an 
Immoveable pillar inReligion, there can be no Religicn at all. Whatſoever 
hath no being, can have no knowledg, For Knowledg cannot be hut of ſuch 
things aSaxc. Andif no Knowledg, no Reafon, and no Realon, no Re- 
ligion, and noRcligion, noGod, and no God, there isnothing at all. The firſt 
principle 1n rational knowledg, is Ens or Being, that God is, and that al! 
things arefrom him. Whatloever is neither the firlt and ſoveraign Sclt-be- 
ing, nora being dependent and from Godz is meer and pure nothing, and 
this by the citations above-named, is evidenced tobe the @x2ers Religion. 

I havelittle reaſon to hope that this or the cleareſtreaſons that any can 
bring, will provecficCtual tothe conviction and undecciving of the Broachers 
and Patrons of this groſs Hereſie. But I have more hope of many of their 
followers, who are ignorantly miſled by them. And it may not be uſeleſs to 
Divines themſcives to read ſuch ſmall Animadverſions that they may inform 
themſelves of their Opinions, and watch over their flock, againſt Wolves 
and Seducers. And it may be uſctul for ordinary Chriltians in their places 
and capacities, eſpecially tor ſuch as doubt and ſtagger. But above all, it 
may let us ſee what a dangerous thing it is to relift and choak the light of 
God's word, and relye upon our own underſtandings, and calt off the Scrip- 
cures and the guidance of Gods ſpirit by his Word and faithful Miniſters in 
Communion with his Saints and humble walking before God, and what 
need weall have to watch and pray that we enter not into Temptation, nor 
be left to be guided by the light of the darkne(s that is withinus.

entire God, the increated Light, or a created, limited, and dependent

beings are. Iſhall now prove that whether it ſhall be granted to be God him= 
ſelf increated, or a light created by him, ®#akeriſm cannot ſtand. I ſhall 
not here as yet charge the @#akers with holding the Light within to be God 
and Chriſt, but ſhall only argumentatively prove, that whether they ſhall 
hold it to be the Supream and infinite light, or a derived limited light, the 
Owakers cauſe 13 clearly loſt, 

Firft , Admit the light within beaffirmed to be God, and this poſition be 
maintained ( as indeed it is by them, to be ſhewn in due time) namely, that 
every man hath a light within him which noinferior creature hath, which is 
God, then it will follow that every man is God, and that fo many men as 
there are, there are ſo many Gods, and that when a Child is born, there is 
a new God, and that when any man dies, God dies, and that before Man 
was in being, there was no God, and that every man 15 Almighty, and Eter- 
nal, and Self-cxiftent, and Omniſfcient, and Unchangeable, and Creator, 
Lawgivergand Soveraign Judg of all the World, and that every man is to 
be worſhipped, feared, and obeyed as God, and God is to be fubje& to God, 
and that when any man fins God fins, and that all the a&s of men are the 
acts of God, and that God and Man are one «lence, like as ſeveral corns 
make one batch or dough, and that there is no difference betyeen Creator 
and Creature, Cauſe and Eftec, Time and Eternity, All things and Nothing. 
This Opinion is ſo monlirous, blaſphemous, and impoſlible, that it deſerves 
more than bare Confutation. Let the @akers look toit. Aheavy charge 
it is if dhey be found to huldit, For my part I cannot ſee how this charge 
can be avoided, nor how this Conſequence can be overthrown, if they =—_ 
the 


I Have already proved that the @yakers Idol of the Light within, which 
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the Light in every man to be God, unleſs it be this one way : the @uaker 
will reaſon thus, Gd is Light, and he is every where, and prefent with. all 
his creatures, and Man being a creature, therefore it will follow that there 
is 2 light in may, which is God. And jndxed thus they argue, that the light 
mult needs be God, becauſe otherwile God were not omnipreſent. 

To this anſwer, that no queſtion bnt-God is light, and omnipreſent, 
and that Man is a creature, and ſo God is preſent both within him and with- 
out him, and with every othet creature in Heaven, on Earth, in the Seas, 
and in Hell.But 1.This will not warrant us to fay and maintain that the light 
in every manis God, no more than it will warrant us to ſay that there is a 
light in a Stone, or Plant, or Worm whichis God, For God is preſent with 
all theſe as truly and really ashe is with Man. God's preſence extendeth to 
and is withall his creatures as ſuch alike. An Angel, though a moſt excellent 
creature, yet he is but a creature: and a Brute or Worm, though a baſe and 
inferior creature compared with Men and Angels, yet1s a creature as well as 
they. All creatures as ſuch depend upon God, and he is preſent with them 
by his eſſence and conſerving preſence alike, and with one no more than ano- 
ther. And of this fort of preſence the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks, Plal. 139, 7,8, g. 
I bither ſhall I go from thy preſence ? if I go 3nto Hell thou art there. Godis 
preſent by his ence in all places, at all times, with all creatures as ſuch 
alik!, And if this Arguing be good, God the omnipreſent Light is preſent 
with all his creatures, Man is a creature : therefore there is a light 
inevery man whichis God ; the ſame you may argue of any other creature 


whatſoever. For & quatenus ad omne valet argumentum. A Worm is a crea» 


ture, therefore there is alight in aworm which is God. 

2. VVhen the ©uakers lay that the light in every man is God, and that 
is made the matter of debate, whether the light in every man be God yea 
or no, 1n every man's underfianding by the lightin queſtion, is meant a ſpe- 
cial {ort of light which is in all men as ſuch, and is nor in Brutes and irrational 
and inanimate creatures. And ſo is the ©xakers meaning, as that there is a 
light in every man, which is not in Plants and Brutes ; which light in man 1s 
ſufficient to Salvation, able to ſlay all ſin, the rule of Faith and Life, none of 
which can be meant of Brutes and inanimate creatures, And then it is clear 
that the argument from God's omnipreſence 1s of no force at all to lave the 
©uakers from being guilty of the groficfi blaſphemy in Do&rine, above the 
D:vils themſelves, except they will run themſelves upon this other rock, 
to hold that every man is a Beaſt, and that there is no other light in men 
than what is in a Stock, a Ruſh, a Worm. And if they make us all bcaſis 
indeed, they make void Scripture and all Religion. Suppoling theretore 
that the Breakers ſhould hold the light in every man to be God, the one of 
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(Ir) 
theſe two will unavoidably follow, exther that every man by their opinion 
is a God, or a Brute. But it is the former which doth moſt naturally and 
calily follow and flow from their tenent and opinion, As thus, There is 
in every man a certain light which is not in Brutes and inferior Creatures, 
which light is God: the conſequence then is moſt natural and unavgidable, 
that every man is a God. | 

That this light in every man cannot poſſibly be God, I prove further. by 
this argument. That which inſeparably pertains to the efſence of Man, as 
part of his ſubſtance, or is a principle and quality inherent in Man» that 
cannot be God ; but the light within doth inſeparably pertain to the eflence 
vi Man as part of his ſubſtance, or is a principle or quality inherent in Man : 
therefore, &c. Or thus : That cannot be God, which really is not God, 
but the light within really is not God; therefore, &e. That the light with- 
in isnot God, is proved. 

1+ By the Quakers own confeſſions, who deny it to be God, though at 
other times they ay it is. Let them {ce to reconcile their own Contra» 
dickions as they can. 

2+ It is uſual, nothing more common in the @xakws mouths and wri- 
tings, than tacall the light within a meaſure or ſeed of God, not God him- 
ſelt, but ſomthing of him and from him. Now God hath no meaſures, parts, 
or pieces, It is a groſs abuſe of God to cut him into meaſures, pieces, and 
ſhreds.He 1s immenſe,and indiviſible,and without all parts and compoſition. 

3+ It is moſt apparent that this light within every Man ſuppuled to be 
God, is nothing elſe but Conſcience, and the light that is in every man's mind 
and conſcience fince the fall of Adam, partly natural and ingraven in the 
mind, and hereditary to all men, and partly acquired. And this is that 
which doth ſpecificate Man from a Beaſt ; but therefore to infer that becauſe 
Man hath a light within him which doth difference him. from a beaſt, that 
it is God, is moſt abſurd and impious. 

4+ Whether this light within be the Soul it ſelf, or a faculty of the ſoul 
or 3 habit, feed or principle in the ſoul or faculty, none of all three can be 
accounted God. It is evident that the ſoul of Man is a created ſubſtance, 
no more God than my hand is God, or any other creature. And its powers 
and facultiesare concreated as the power and faculty of Underſtanding and 
Will. And as for habits, and principles, and qualities, ſuch as be ethical and 
pertain to morality, and come within the predicament of Vice and Vcrtue, 
It is certain that theſe cannot be God. The Soul is the ſubjc& recipient, 
the habit and principle, and inherent quality is nothing but the re&itude or 
irrcitude of the Soul, and fo the light in every man is denominated either 
Good or Evi), Spiritualand Heavenly, os Senſual and Earthly, Vice or Ver- 
2 tue, 


tue, an inclination to evil or to good, fave that the underſtanding power of 
the foul is the proper ſeat of rational internal light, as being the eye of the 
ſoul. And henceevery man is denominated an ignorant, or a knowing 3 a 
good, or a bad man : but no man a God without higheſt Blaſphemy and 
Uſurpation. 

5- Knowledg and Light do impart the ſame thing, and Knowledg ſeems 
to be the more proper term, and Light to be but a borrowed and figurative, 
2 Cor- 4+ 6. God hath ſhined into the hearts of his Saints, to give the light! 
of the knowledg of the glory of God in the face of Chriſt. Ignorance and 
Darknels are but two names for the ſame thing. All knowledg as ſuch is 
light. When knowledg comes into the ſou), there comes light into the ſoul, 
A man then knows what he knew not before. Hence up and down the 
Scripture impenitent unregenerate men arc ſaid tobe darkneſs,and to walk in 
darkneſs,and to be blinded bythe God of this World 3 which is but the ſame 
with being ignorant, It is a people of no nnderſtanding , Wa. 26. 11. My 
people periſh for lack of knowledg. Hol. 4. 6. Some bave not the knorledg of 
Gd. i Cor, 15. 34. The times of this ignorance God winked at, AQ 17, 30. 

When a thing is known and found out, it is uſual to lay it is come to 
light, Iam inthedark as to ſuch a matter, my way is not yet made plain to 
me, which is the ſame, with not knowing, or I am ignorant and am yet to 
know what courſe to take. Now no man can be fo beſides himſe]f, as to 
«firm that knowledg as ſuchis God, my knowledg of God is not God him- 
{cIf : the creature*'s knowledg of his Maker is not the Creator himſelf, no 
more than my eye and a of ſeeing, is the Sun it elf. The Devils know 
more than any of us, yetis not their knowledg God, And what [hall we 
ſay of Infants, who know nothing at all, yet they are not Bruits. 

6. That this light within is nothing but Conſcience, and internal intel- 
I:Ctual Light ſeated in the mind or ſoul, is evident from the known and 
common «ffs of the light in the Conſcience, whichis to {mite us when we 
do evil, to encourage and comfort us when we do well, to bea witneſs for 
God againft fin, to fitas Judg in the Soul,and generally to be an Overicer over 
all our ways. Thus David's heart ſmote him, i Sam.24.5, 2 Sam.24-10. My 
heart ſhall not reproach me,Job-27.6+ Convidted by their own Conſcience, Joh-$. 9. 
The work, of the Law written in their heart, their conſcience alſo bearing witneſs, 
and their thoughts the mean while accuſing, or clſe excuſing one ancther, Rom. 
2. 15, 16. I ſay the truth in Chriſt, my conſcience alſo bearing me witucſs in 
the Holy Ghoſt, Rom. 9. 1» Where it 1s evident that Chiitt and allo the 
Holy Ghoſt ate' not Conſcience, nor Conſcience them. Conſcience is 


God's ſervant and officer in the Soul, but not God himſelf. The a&s of 


Conſcience are not the yery a&t3 of God, no more than the motion of the 
Sun 
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Sun is the motion of God. For though the Sun could not move of its ſelf 
without «fliciency and ſupream cauſation. from God, yet that doth not make 
its motion to be phyſically the act of God, no more than it ſelf is Gud, My 
pen could not make letters without my hand to guide it,nor could my hand 
guide the pen without the skill and act of my mind, yet is not my pen there- 
fore tobe accounted either my hand or my mind. Noadcts of the creature 
as ſuch, 'and phyſically conſidered are the acts of God. He is the ſupream 
cauſe, and in him all live and move and have their being ; but his cfliciency, 
ſaveraignty and independency do not at all take away the being and operati- 
on of ſecond cauſes, and ſubordinate limited agents, but do preſerveand 
eſtabliſh them. So that it is evident that conſcienceand its acts being the 
known effects of the light within ſeated in the Soul are no more God, than 
the thoughts ofmy heart, or the words of my mouth, 

-7. Tofay that the light withinis God, is to goagainſt common ſenſe and 
reaſon,and 1s as grols as to deny the Snow to be White, We are ſure and cer- 
eain by the ſight of our cyes, and the common ſenſe and apprehenſion of all 
mankind,that a man is a man, and not God,and that he hath nothing at all 
within him which is or can be God. Though we donot fee the ſoul within, 
yet we ſee him that hath the ſoul, we {ce him born into the world, we fee him 
dic and go out of the world, we ſee a thouland groſs and palpable evidences 
to aſſure us beyond all doubt that he is a man and not God, . This is another 
Tranſubſiantiation or worſe. If we may not believe the eyes and ſenſes and 
common uncontroulable reaſon of all the world grounded upon ſenſe, we 
can believe nothing atall. He that ſhall deny ſenſe, as ſnow to be white, a 
man to be a man, bread to be bread, there is no evidence or medium by 
which he can beconvinced, All rational proot is by-a mere known and evi- 
dent ineansor argument to-prove a lels knuwn, but nothing is ſo clear and 
known tous as evidence by ſenſc. It aman willnot believe honey to be (weet 
by his taſte, how will you convince him ? potitis omnibus ad agendum requi> 
fitis ſenſus nuyquam errat cirea objefium proprium. VVe are lure we cannot 
be deccived, that there is not/any thing at all in every man, no nor in any 
man that is or can be God; 

I know but one exception againſt this argument, and- the an{wer of it 


will very much enforce the point according to that rule in law, Exceptio

The defence and Anſwer which Chritt makes for 
himſelf, was, ----- If T do not the Works of my Father, believe me not, But 
if I do, though ye believe not me, believe the works, that ye may know and be- 
lieve that the Father is in me, and Tin him, v. 37, 38. Such ample and abun- 
dant teltimony hath Chriſt given of his Divinity, antecedent to, concomitant 
with, and ſubſequent to his perſon and perſonal appearing in .the World, 
that nothing on his part is rationally wanting to aſſure-the World that he 
is very God as well as Man, otherwiſe had he given nacxtraordinary 
and ſupereminent proofs of his Saviourſhip,no man had been bound to believe 
him, And thoughno ſuch thing ever ſhall be,yet asChriſt himſelt ſpeaks by way 
of ſuppoſition, if T ſhould ſay I know not the Father, I ſhall be a liar like unto 
you, Fob.

in ſome men 1s darkneſs, and that all impenitent .ones be without God in 
the World, and are darkneſs, and that Chriſt Rands at the door of wicked 
mens hearts knocking to come in, andis barred out by Worldly and- fleſhly 
luſts, know ye not faith the Apoſtle how that Chriſt is in you,except ye be re- 
probates, 2 Core. 13. 5. Revel. 3. 20. Iſa. 57+ 15. whence it is plain that 
Chriſt, and conſequently God is not in reprobates, and.

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all things, the fame which is in the Scriptures, theſe be unalterable and 
unchangeable Laws, not to be ſubje& to, and under the authority of thoſe 
Laws is plain Rebellion, and an invading of the Soveraignty of God, and 
letting the will of the Creature above the will of him that is God and Crea- 
OT, 

God only and Chriſt, as God is above theſe Laws, as being infinitely ex- 
cellent, and to be ſubje& to Laws were tobea Creature, and not God. It is 
trom the Acential nature and properties of God that he cannot be ſubje& to 
his Laws, no more than he can be a Creature. When the Scripture ſaith, 
Be ye perfedt as your Heavenly Father i perfef, the ſenſe is not, that we are 
to have the eſſential incommunicable perfeFion of God, but ſuch a perfettion as 
aprceth to a creature, according to thoſe powers, capacitics, and dimenſions 
ot {uch which God hath given us. God 1s not contrary to his Laws, he 
can do nothing againſt them 3 but he is above- them, aud there can be no 
compariton between the infinitely excellent God and his Laws. He own 
cM\-:nce being wiſdom, holineſs, jnfiice, ant goodnefs it felf will not (uffer hin 
to make void hisown Laws, Commands, Threatnings,and Promiſcs. For fhall 
not tre Fudg of allthe Earth do right? Gen. 18.25. and bow then foall God 
judg the World ? Rom. 3. 5,6. Righteouſncls it te]f muſt needs be righteous. 
Only God is above Laws, by reaſon of his incommunicable Soveraignty, 
Excellency, and Glory, who is to give Laws to all, and to be obeyed in 
all things by all. 

But every mcer rational creature or dependent being is under Law to God, 
whether the Law be written or not, by what way foever it be publiſhed, 
declared, and made known, what God commands is to be done without 
asking any further reaſon, without diſputing or gainſaying, It isreaſon ſuffi- 
cient that God would fohave it,it is his will and command, and that is the 
higheft and moſt ſupream reafon.
